At lines 4 and 8 of claim 1 , "supports" has been changed to --is capable of 
supporting--; and at line 1 1 , -capable of- has been inserted following "a support." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3,5,7 and 1 8-21 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1 , 3, 5, 
7 and 18-21 , while the prior art of record teaches a vaginal mold detachable in a 
reconstructed vagina via a screw structure, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a vaginal mold detachable in a reconstructed vagina as claimed by Applicant, 
wherein the mold further comprises a support capable of holding the porous minor part 
when the porous main body is detached from the minor part and removed from the 
vagina.
